LIT TLE TROUBLE AT MOSCOW 


RIOTING AND BLOODSHED ANTI- 


CIUATED AT T H A T PLACE 


FAIL TO OCCUR. 


Contrary to exportations, the first 
move of the newly appointed governor 
general of St. Petersburg is pacific In 
chnraeter. 
It 
takes the 
form of 
a 
proclamation, jointly signed by Gen­ 
eral Trepoff and Mr. Kokovsoff, minis­ 
ter of finance, telling the strikers that 
they have been led into 
trouble by 
evilly disposed persons and that their 
best Interests will be served by peace­ 
ful representations to the government. 
The workmen are also 
assured that 
the emperor has ordered the framing 
of certain laws for their benefit and 
the creation of a system 
of state in­ 
surance thui will protect them from 
want in case of sickness or disability. 
The fears of serious trouble in Mos­ 
cow Wednesday 
were not 
realized. 
The only 
authenticated instance 
of 
anything approaching violence there 
was in the dispersal 
of a 
crowd of 
about 3,000 workmen by Cossacks. So 
far as is known there were no casual­ 
ties. 
From Finland Russophobic demon­ 
strations are reported, a collision be­ 
tween a crowd of 10,000 persons and 
troops 
and police 
resulting in 
the 
wounding of about thirty Finns. 
In 
Finland the agitation has nothing to 
do with the labor question, but is pure 
ly political in character. 
Various political, 
educational and 
mechanical bodies in Russia are adopt 
Ing declarations in favor of an elec­ 
tive 
representative legislative 
body 
and denouncing misrule under the au­ 
tocracy. 


and the strike In the ancient capital 
has not «tread 
rapidly, only 
about 
2o,ooo workmen being out, according 
to latest reports. 
Cossacks charged 
and dispersed a crowd of 3,000 work­ 
men. and reports were circulated in St. 
Petersburg that many were killed, but 
advices direct from Moscow at mid­ 
night deny this, the best information 
being that only a few 
blank volleys 
were fired. 
The Moscow military has 
received orders to avoid a repetition of 
Sunday's tragedy here, and not to use 


ball cartridges, unless they were driv­ 
en to it by the direst necessity. 
In several 
Baltic province 
towns 
there has been considerable disorder, 
especially in Riga, where the military 
is 
in 
complete 
possession. 
In 
the 
streets 
of 
Helsingfors 
there 
was, 
Wednesday evening, a resumption of 
Tuesday* night’s rioting 
with blood­ 
shed, 
some 
thirty 
persons 
being 
wounded. 
If 
a

ing, as almost every' Finn has a weap­ 
on in his house. 
Sir Charles Hardinge, British minis­ 
ter, has received from Captain Grove, 
British consul at Moscow, confirmation 
of the press dispatches from Moscow, 
announcing

London telegram imputing the disor­ 
ders to British 
and Japanese influ­ 
ences, and 
he will ask 
explanations 
from Foreign Minister Lamsdorff.

is not expected, however, that the af- 
fafr will lead to a serious diplomatic

No Fatalities 
In Clash at 
Reported

Moscow, 
Jan. 26.— A 
squadron 
of 
Cossacks

persed about 3,000 workmen who were

obstreperous

No fatalities are reported.

Ft. Petersburg, Jan. 26.—Governor 
General Trepoff 
and Minister 
of Fi­ 
nance Kokovsoff issued a proclamation 
W ednesday night w'hich 
reveals th< 
government's 
plan for breaking 
the 
strike throughout Russia. 
The procla­ 
mation is conceived in a paternal tone 
and points out that honest workmen 
who want to better 
their conditions 
should have brought their demands to 
the government, 
instead of 
having 
been misled by agitators into aftlliat 
ing with a movement which is not con 
fined to economic questions. 
It asks 
them to 
return to 
work, 
promising them in the emperor’s name 
a revision of the general laws so as to 
provide a reduction in the hours of 
labor, 
the institution 
of a plan 
for 
slate Insurance and otherwise to meet 
their demands so far as the law will 
permit and guarantees them protec­ 
tion against interference by agitators 
The 
document will 
be 
followed 
either by an imperial m anifesto along 
the same lines, in the hope of prevent 
tag 
(he spread of 
the strike, 
or by 
specific preparations by the local au 
thorities wherever strikes are in prog­ 
ress. 
In promising to reduce the hours of 
labor, which are now legally eleven in 
Russia, the authorities 
believe they 
will meet the main grievance of the 
workingmen. 
This, together with the 
guarantee of protection* the authori 
ties hope will induce 
those striker* 
who are 
Indifferent 
to political 
de 
mands, and which class they declare 
constitutes a gn at bulk of the men, 
to resume work. 


Effect Still Problematical. 
It is certain 
many strikers 
were 
forced out against their wishes, but 
the general effect of the proclamation 
is still problematical. 
Though 
the 
strikes

spreading to various towns, the situa­ 
tion, while 
disquieting, 
is not 
now 
acute 
anywhere.

Proclamations

There were numerous revolutionary 
speeches and the houses of two sena­ 
tors,

to stand 
firm 
against the

Russification, 
were mobbed, as was also the office of 
the newspaper Csi Sou met ar, the win­

smashed, 
in 
front of the diet, house crowds cheered 
for the revival of the Finnish («institu­ 
tion as has been petitioned by the diet.

they have been led Into 
trouble by 
evilly disposed persons and that their 
best interests will be served by peace­ 
ful representations to the government.

of certain laws for their benefit and 
the creation of a system 
of state in­ 
surance that will protect them from 
w ant In case of sickness or disability. 
The fears of serious trouble in Mos­ 
cow Wednesday 
were not 
realized. 
T he only 
authenticated instance 
of 
anything approaching violence there 
was in the dispersal 
of a 
crowd of 
about 8,000 workmen by Cossacks. So 
far as Is known there were no casual­ 
ties. 
From Finland Russophoblc demon­ 
strations are reported, a collision be­ 
tween a crowd of 10,000 persons and 
troops 
and police 
resulting in 
tho 
wounding of about thirty Finns. 
In 
Finland the agitation has nothing to 
do with the labor question, but is pure­ 
ly political in character. 
Various political, 
educational and 
mechanical bodies in Russia are adopt­ 
ing declarations in favor of an elec­ 
tive 
representative legislative 
body 
and denouncing misrule under the au­ 
tocracy. 


TO END THE STRIKE 


and the strike in the ancient capital 
has not spread 
rapidly, only 
about 
20,000 workmen being out, according 
to latest reports. 
Cossacks charged

men, and reports were circulated in St. 
Petersburg that many were killed, but 
advices direct from Moscow at mid­ 
night deny this, the best Information 
being that only a few 
blank volleys 
were fired.

The procla­ 
mation is conceived in a paternal tone 
and points out th at honest workmen 
who want to better 
their conditions 
should have brought their demands to 
the government, 
instead of 
having 
been misled by agitators into affiliat­ 
ing with a movement which is not con­ 
fined to economic questions. 
It asks 
them to 
return to 
work, 
piomisiug them in the emperor’s name 
a revision of the general laws so as to 
provide a reduction in the hours of 
labor, 
the institution 
of a plan 
for 
state insurance and otherwise to meed 
their demands so far as the law will 
perm it and guarantees them protec­ 
tion against interference by agitators. 
The 
document will 
be 
followed 
either by an imperial manifesto along 
the same lines, in the hope of prevent­ 
ing 
the spread of the strike, 
or by 
specific preparations by the local au­ 
thorities wherever strikes are in prog­ 
ress. 
In promising to reduce the hours of 
labor, which are now legally eleven in 
Russia, the authorities 
believe they 
will meet the main grievance of the 
workingmen. 
This, together with the 
guarantee of protection, the authori­ 
ties hope will induce

Contrary to exportations, the first 
move of the newly appointed governor 
general of St. Petersburg Is pacific In 
character. 
It 
takes the 
form of 
a 
proclamation, jointly signed by Gen­ 
eral Trepoff and Mr. Kokovsoff, minis­ 
ter of finance, tolling the strikers that 
they have boon led Into 
trouble by 
evilly disposed persons and that their 
best Interests will be served by peace­ 
ful representations to the government. 
The workmen are also 
assured that 
the emperor has ordered the framing 
of certain laws for their benefit and 
the creation of a system of state in­ 
surance that will protect them from 
want in case of sickness or disability. 
The fears of serious trouble in Mos­ 
cow Wednesday 
were not 
realized. 
The only 
authenticated instance 
of 
anything approaching violence there 
was in the dispersal 
of a crowd of 
about 8,000 workmen by Cossacks. So 
far as is known there were no casual­ 
ties. 
From Finland Russophoblc demon­ 
strations are reported, a collision be­ 
tween a crowd of 10,000 persons and 
troops 
and police 
resulting in 
the 
wounding of about thirty Finns. 
In 
Finland the agitation has nothing to 
do with the labor question, but is pure­ 
ly political in character. 
Various political, 
educational and 
mechanical bodies in Russia are adopt­ 
ing declarations in favor of an elec­ 
tive 
representative legislative 
body 
and denouncing misrule under the au­ 
tocracy. 


TO END THE STRIKE 


and the strike in the ancient capital 
has not spread 
rapidly, only 
about 
20,000 workmen being out, according 
to latest reports. 
Cossacks charged 
and dispersed a crowd of 3,000 work­ 
men, and reports were circulated in St. 
Petersburg that many were killed, but 
advices direct from Moscow at mid­ 
night deny this, the best information 
being that only a few 
blank volleys 
were fired. 
The Moscow military has 
received orders to avoid a repetition of 
Sunday’s tragedy here, and not to use 
ball cartridges, unless they were driv­ 
en to it by the direst necessity. 
In several 
Baltic province 
towns 
there has been considerable disorder, 
especially in Riga, where the military 
is 
in complete 
possession. 
In the 
streets 
of 
Helsingfors 
there 
was, 
Wednesday evening, a resumption of 
Tuesday’ night’s rioting 
with blood­ 
shed, 
some 
thirty 
persons 
being 
wounded. 
If a 
general 
movement 
breaks out among the Finns, it is like­ 
ly to take the form of an armed upris 
ing, as almost every Finn has a weap­ 
on in his house. 
Sir Charles Hardinge, British minis­ 
ter, has received from Captain Grove, 
British consul at Moscow, confirmation 
of the press dispatches from Moscow, 
announcing 
the public posting 
of a 
London telegrain imputing the disor­ 
ders to British 
and Japanese influ­ 
ences, and 
he will ask explanations 
from Foreign Minister Lamsdorff. 
It 
is not expected, however, that the af­ 
fair will lead to a serious diplomatic 
Incident, and it is thought the Russian 
government wdll disavow responsibil­ 
ity for the course 
of Chief of Police 
Roudeneff. 
The dispatch to Ambassa­ 
dor Hardinge makes 
no mention of 
Roudeneffs 
offer 
to meet 
Captain 
Grove in combat.

No Fatalities Reported In Clash at 
Moscow. 
Moscow, Jan. 26.—A squadron of 
Cossacks 
Wednesday 
evening 
dis­ 
persed about 3,000 workmen who were 
growing 
obstreperous 
across 
the 
Moskava. 
No fatalities are reported. 
This was the only event of the kind 
during the day. 
Reports that a mob 
was plundering and wrecking shops in 
the Tverskaia are untrue. 
The merchants have sent an appeal 
to the emperor to avoid bloodshed. 
The people are keeping indoors, ow­ 
ing to the official warning. 
The strike 
is spreading gradually but thus far is 
confined 
to the smaller 
mills. 
The 
larger industrial concerns are guard­ 
ed in order to prevent 
the men em­ 
ployed there from being intimidated; 
but it is the belief that the strike will 
become general. 
Probably there will 
be no papers Thursday. 
The citizens 
are 
alarmed at 
the prospect 
of an 
eruption of hundreds of thousands of 
workmen and demand the proclama­ 
tion of a state of siege. 
The Moscow 
garrison is no more than 20,0<v0, but 
the authorities think that this is suffi­ 
cient for present needs, and evidently 
are determined to avoid bloodshed if 
possible. 
They declare they have the 
situation well in hand. 


RIOTING! IN FINLAND 


Ft. Petersburg, Jan. 26.—Governor 
General Trepoff 
and Minister of Fi­ 
nance Kokovsoff issued a proclamation 
Wednesday night which 
reveals the 
government’s 
plan for breaking 
the 
strike throughout Russia. 
The procla­ 
mation is conceived in a paternal tone 
and points out that honest workmen 
who want to better 
their conditions 
should have brought their demands to 
the government, 
instead of 
having 
been misled by agitators into affiliat­ 
ing with a movement which is not con­ 
fined to economic questions. 
It asks 
them to 
return to 
work, 
piomising them in the emperor’s name 
a revision of the general laws so as to 
provide a reduction in the hours of 
labor, 
the institution 
of a plan 
for 
state insurance and otherwise to meet 
their demands so far as the law will 
permit and guarantees them protec­ 
tion against interference by agitators. 
The 
document will 
be 
followed 
either by an imperial manifesto along 
the same lines, in the hope of prevent­ 
ing the spread of the strike, or by 
specific preparations by the local au­ 
thorities wherever strikes are in prog­ 
ress. 
In promising to reduce the hours of 
labor, which are now legally eleven in 
Russia, the authorities 
believe they 
will meet the main grievance of the 
workingmen. 
This, together with the 
guarantee of protection, the authori­ 
ties hope will induce 
those strikers 
who are indifferent 
to political 
de­ 
mands, and which class they declare 
constitutes a great bulk of the men, 
to resume work. 


Effect Still Problematical. 
It is certain 
many strikers 
were 
forced out against their wishes, but 
the general effect of the proclamation 
is still problematical. 
Though 
the 
strikes 
have 
been 
spreading to various towns, the situa­ 
tion, while 
disquieting, 
is not 
now 
acute 
anywhere. 
The great 
demon­ 
stration 
with an accompaniment 
of 
bloodshed 
which was anticipated 
at 
Moscow Wednesday 
did not 
occur,

RUSSIAN TROOPS. 


Helsingfors, Finland, Jan. 26.—Al­ 
though the crowds on the streets were 
smaller Wednesday night, there was 
severe fighting, Cossacks and police 
firing 
their revolvers. 
Some 
thirty 
persons were wounded, of whom nine 
were taken to the hospital. 
Three are 
severely wounded. 
Two youths suffer­ 
ed scalp 
wounds and 
a third 
was 
struck in the stomach 
with a bullet. 
The demonstration is slackening. 
Demonstrations 
continued 
from 7 
o’clock until 
midnight, about 
10,000 
persons, 
principally 
workmen, 
par­ 
ticipating. 
There is no 
strike, and 
the demonstrations are essentially po­ 
litical 
in character. 
Proclamations 
have been distributed declaring that 
“Finland’s people, especially proleta­ 
rians, join their junior Russian breth­ 
ren in their gigantic struggle.” 
There were numerous revolutionary 
speeches and the houses of two sena­ 
tors. 
who had failed 
to stand 
firm 
against the 
policy of 
Russification, 
were mobbed, as was also the office of 
the newspaper Usi Soumetar, the win­ 
dows 
of which 
were 
smashed. 
In 
front of the diet house crowds cheered 
for the revival of the Finnish constitu­ 
tion as has been petitioned by the diet.

Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 26.—Three 
men were killed and one was fatally 
Injured 
in a 
boiler explosion 
that 
wrecked the 
engine 
rooms of 
the 
Standard Wheel 
company’s plant on 
Wednesday. The dead are Levi Whit­ 
taker, Thomas Patterson and Horace 
G. Calvin. 
George Davia wae fatally injured. 


Washington, Jan. 
26.—Representa­ 
tive Hughes (NT. J.) Wednesday intro­ 
duced a resolution in the house direct­ 
ing the committee on judiciary to in­ 
quire and determine when the action 
of this house is necessary 
in the al­ 
leged misconduct 
of Judge John G. 
Goodnow, 
United States 
consul 
at 
Shanghai, and to say whether the said 
Judge is guilty 
of corruption 
and to 
say whether t lie administration of his 
office has resulted 
in wrongs to liti­ 
gants in his court. 
The resolution contains 17 specifica­ 
tions. 
The first charge is that of em­ 
bezzlement of |186 
on various dates 
during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1903. 
Tlie second charge 
is that he 
mailed false accounts to the secretary 
of state as to moneys received and ex­ 
pended for alleged court expenses; the 
third, that he presented a false claim 
for money against the United States 
to the secretary of state; the fourth 
charges embezzlement 
on 
Nov. 19, 
1903, of $643; the fifth charges the ap­ 
pointment of George A. Derby as an 
expert accountant, the appointee be­ 
ing asserted to be wholly incompetent 
and that the judge thereafter received 
a perjured account from his appointee; 
the sixth charges conspiracy between 
the judge, George A. Derby, marshal, 
clerk 
and secretary 
to the 
court, 
Stephen Barchett, interpreter 
of the 
court, and messenger to the Chinese 
mixed court, and one R. T. Hazeiton 
to defraud 
M. 
F. Dzionk, 
of 19 
mows of land in 
value $72,450; the 
seventh that on March 23, 1904, Mr. 
Goodnow appointed “a biased and prej­ 
udiced assessor” in a ease; the eighth 
that on Sept. 20, 1902, he unlawfully 
deprived A. J. Burke, an American cit­ 
izen and attorney of record of Min­ 
neapolis, 
Minn., 
of his liberty 
and 
seized and appropriated Burke’s prop­ 
erty to his own use, libeled and dis­ 
barred said Burke; the ninth charges 
oppression and tyranny by moans of 
intimidation and threats 
of criminal 
prosecution, through which he extort­ 
ed from A. J. Burke $11,000, being a 
one-third vested interest in the Chi 
nose indemnity claim, awarded George 
Warren; the tenth charges excessive 
and tyrannical extortion of 250 teals 
from Thomas It. Jernigan. 
Charges of Extortion. 
The eleventh 
specification charges 
that Goodnow did unlawfully aid and 
abet the destruction of public docu­ 
ments and 
extortion 
of $300; 
the 


twelfth charges that Mr. Goodnow has 
rendered false and fraudulent ocoounts 
as to the rent 
paid for 
the United 
States consular jail, for the support ol 
prisoners, for the 
jailer and 
for nl- > 
leged doctors’ services for said prison­ 
ers, and that said Goodnow has know­ 
ingly forwarded 
to the 
secretary of 
state, false and fraudulent returns of 
said Derby, as marshal of the United 
States consular court; the thirteenth 
charges 
that Goodnow 
falsely 
and 
knowingly certified 
that property (a 
Chinese steamship) belonging to for­ 
eigners was the property of a citizen 
of the United States, in order, as it 
is alleged, solely to give said property 
the protection of the American flag; 
extortion oi $126 by 
Goodnow is al­ 
leged 
in this transaction; 
the four­ 
teenth charge is of the same nature, 
involving five ships. 
The fifteenth charges a conspiracy 
“to manufacture aliens into citizens of 
the United States,” in consideration 
of large sums of money, the plan being 
to issue bogus identification papers to 
be presented by other parties to the 
conspiracy to Minister Conger, who is­ 
sued the proper passports. 
The sixteenth charges Judge Good­ 
now with 
appropriating to 
his own 
use fees collected in settling the es­ 
tates of American citizens who died at 
Shanghai 
and making false 
returns 
thereof. 
The seventeenth charges that Judge 
Goodnow did unlawfully 
and know 
inglv take jurisdiction in the case of 
George A. Derby, against one R. Plant, 
the ease being triable only before the 
United States 
ministerial 
court at 
Peking, the result being that Plant was 
sentenced to a long term in prison and 
It is believed is serving the same in a 
California jail. 
The resolution further charges that 
said Judge Goodnow is incompetent to 
hold the office of federal judge, that he 
has never been admitted to practice 
law before any 
court in the 
United 
States or elsewhere and that he is not 
a lawyer. 
A protest against 
the retention of 
Judge 
Goodnow 
signed by 
twenty 
American residents 
of China is pre­ 
sented with the resolution.

Animated Oscuasion in Sanata Ova»

Washington, Jan. 26.—In connection 
with tin* consideration of the army ap­

assignment of 
General 
Miles to service 
in 
charge of the 
Massachusetts state militia. The con­ 
troversy was begun by Mr. Lodge, who 
criticized in sharp language tlie pro­ 
vision of th*‘ army Dill prohibiting the 
awarding of extra pay or allowances 
to retired officers assigned to active 
service when they exceed those of a 
major on the active list. 
Mr. Lodge 
declared the provision was directed at 
General Miles and was 
most unfair. 
Messrs. Lodge, Proctor, Platt (Conn.), 
Spooner, Bailey, Patterson, Carmack 
and Money took 
part in the 
debate 
which 
followed. 
Messrs. 
Spooner, 
Platt and Money contended that the 
enactment would 
have the effect 
of 
limiting the salaries of all retired offi 
cers 
assigned to 
active duty 
to a 
major's pay regardless of rank. 
Mr. 
Spooner contended that, the paragraph 
was an indirect effort to provent the 
assignment to active 
service of gen­ 
eral 
officers 
and 
denounced 
it as 
“cowardly.” 
Several 
a nn-ndmonta 
ivero suggested, but 
action on them 
and on the provision wont over for the 
dnv.

Toronto, Ont., Jan. 26.—The Liberal 
government of G. W. Ross was over­ 
whelmingly 
defeated 
at the 
polls 
Wednesday, the vote standing: Con­ 
servatives, 69: Liberals, 29, a majority 
of 40 
seats. 
Premier Ross 
retained 
his seat 
by only thirty votes, 
while 
five of his ministers, G. M. Gibson, at­ 
torney general; 
J. Latchford, secre­ 
tary of state; Mr. Evanturel, minister 
without portfolio; John Dryden, min­ 
ister oí agriculture, and W. H. Charl­ 
ton, minister of crown lands, were de 
fea ted. 
All of the cities except Ottawa went 
Conservative, the plurality for the op­ 
position reaching 10,000 
in Toronto. 
J. P. Whitney, the new 
premier, had 
nearly 1,000 majority. 
The Issue in the campaign was the 
charges of ballot box stuffing, bribery, 
etc., made against 
the government, 
which had been in 
power for thirty- 
$vo years. 


Proceedings Enlivened by Only One 
Bitter Speech. 
Washington, Jan. 26.—The house of 
representatives Wednesday passed the 
District of Columbia and the military 
academy appropriation bills. 
Except 
for a speech 
by Mr. Baker 
of New 
York, bitterly assailing the protective 
tariff policy of fiio Republican party, 
the proceedings wore devoid of inter­ 
est.

bill was roi.-ort.ed by Mr. Wadsworth.

THE ICE HARVEST 


Weather Has Been Favorable the Last Few 


Days and Work Has Progressed 


Very Satisfactorily. 
The work of putting up ice by the 
Brainerd Ice company has advanced 
very satisfactorily and the big ice house 
near the Mississippi river wagon bridge 
has been filled anti they are now at 
work filling the big house on th** north 
side.

mother of pearl in precious woods. In 
fact, one street, « ¡died th«- Str«H»t of the 
Inluyers. Is given up to tlu* trade. The 
workmen are genuine artists, combin­ 
ing artistic perception with grisit m an­ 
ual skill. 
Furnished with rude tools, 
>tit with great patience and skill, these 
workmen produce articles of 
grcmt 
beauty. They have applied the princi­ 
ple «»t division of labor, or specializa­ 
tion, to their work. The cabinet m ak­ 
ers first put together the various parts 
of the materials to be incrusted. The 
joining is done without tlu* aul of nails 
and with a ni<*«* system of dovetailing 
and us** of paste, of which lacquer is 
the base. From this cabinet maker tlu* 
wood passes into the hands of the de­ 
signer, who makes qgetches for its or 
nameutution on rice paper. 
These designs are transferred to tlu* 
wood by tiu* Inlayer, whose duty it is 
to choose the pearl that will best serve 
to bring out tlu* beauty of the design. 
11a* mother of pearl Is obtained from a 
large specdes of shellfish, callfsl casque, 
caught chiefly Upon the sbor«*s of the 
island of Poulocomlar. 
The inlay«*»* cuts the pieces of pearl 
into litth* bits ami chooses th<* combi­ 
nation of colors which will make the 
contrast necessary for the artistic sue* 
c«*ss of his work. Th© iridescence Is 
heightened by the use of pearl dust 
furnished by a kind of mussel taken 
from the brooks of that region. When 
the bits of mosaic an; chosen tlu* ln- 
layer tries to give them the form of the 
d«*sign chosen and disposes them as a 
mosaic In the wood, The crude morsel 
Is made translucent by pumice Htono. 
The pearl is then fixed in a vise, and 
the labor of patience begins. Kneeling 
before tlu* vise, he shapes the pieces 
with a ill«* no larger than nn ordinary 
color crayon. When the pearl is shape«l 
It Is n«H'«*ssni*y to trench it In the wood. 
This Is ordinarily done by children 
fourteen or fifteen years old. The bits 
of p«*arl are then set In tho grooves 
nml fixiil with p asta The whole is 
gently heated to melt the paste anil so 
till the interstice*,, The design is then 
polished, varnished and given the fin­ 
ishing touches.

M O T H E R O F PEARL. 


Tit** I nil ii ut r> o f lulu** I uh; It In P r e - 
cIoiim W ood *. 
The sole curiosity for sightseers in 
the city of Hanoi, a town of the French 
Tonquin, is the industry of inlaying 
motlier of pearl in precious woods. In 
fact, one street, called the Street of the 
Inlayers, is given up to the trade. The 
workmen are genuine artists, combin­ 
ing artistic perception with great m an­ 
ual skill. 
Furnished with rude tools, 
but with great patience and skill, these 
workmen produce articles of great 
beauty. They have applied the princi­ 
ple of division of labor, or specializa­ 
tion, to their work. The cabinet m ak­ 
ers hist put together the various parts 
of the materials to be incrusted. Tho 
Joining is done without the aid of nails 
and with a nice system of dovetailing 
and use of paste, of which lacquer is 
the base. From this cabinet maker the 
wood passes into tile bands of the de- 
signor, who makes sketches for its or­ 
namentation on rice paper. 
These designs are transferred to the 
wood by tin* inlayer, whose duty it is 
to choose the pearl that will best serve 
to bring out the beauty of the design. 
Tile motlier of pearl is obtained from a 
large species of shellfish, called, casque, 
caught chiefly upon the shores of the 
island of IVmlocondar. 
The inlayer cuts the pieces of pearl 
into little lilts and chooses the combi­ 
nation of colors which will make the 
contrast necessary for the artistic suc­ 
cess of his work. The iridescence is 
heightened by the use of pearl dust 
furnished by a kind of mussel taken 
from the brooks of that region. W hen 
the hits of mosaic are chosen the in­ 
layer tries to give them the form of the 
design chosen and disposes them as a 
mosaic in the wood. The crude morsel 
is made translucent by pumice stone. 
The pearl is then fixed in a vise, and 
the labor of patience begins. Kneeling 
before Hie vise, he shapes tile pieces 
with a file no larger than an ordinary 
color crayon. When the pearl is shaped 
It is necessary to trench it In the wood. 
This is ordinarily done by children 
fourteen or fifteen years old. Tho bits 
of pearl are then set in tho grooves 
and fixed with paste. The whole is 
gently' heated to molt tho paste and so 
fill the interstices. The design is then 
polished, varnished and given the fin­ 
ishing touches. 
The work has been 
counterfeite<l, but never successfully.— 
New York Herald.

The 
statues 
and 
literary 
master­ 
pieces of Hellas, whose themes were 
mainly legendary, are responsible for 
the impression that the ancient Greek 
was cast in the heroic mold. 
The he­ 
roic Greek was a turbulent, m aster­ 
ful, egotistic demigod. 
Ile had no 
counterpart In any historical figure ex­ 
cept Alexander the Great, who deem­ 
ed himself a descendant of Achilles, 
the sen nymph’s son, and acted very 
much like him. 
The Greek of history was an uncom­ 
monly consistent republican. 
In the 
tolerance lie gave to individualism and 
the capacity he showed -inside ids city 
state—for collective action lie carried 
the science of government and of po­ 
litical self control in some respects to 
a height from which all subsequent 
history is a descending slope. 
While 
maintaining democratic standards, lie 
did not enforce nor bow to that ty ran ­ 
nous and narrowing 
public 
opinion 
which In our own time threatens to 
cast all men in much the same mold. 
He found a place in his scheme of 
things for diversities of natural bent— 
for the effeminate dress of Alcibiades, 
the tub of Diogenes, the railings of 
Cleon, the austerities of Aristides, the 
satire of Aristophanes, the arrogance 
of Phocion. The democracy of Athens 
was never the democracy of the dead 
level. 
It m eant opportunity, not a 
steam roller. 
As creditable a story is told on Hie 
side of collective action. Greek polities 
implied, as MahafFv has observed, “tile 
reasonable discussion of the public, the 
final decision of the majority, the sub­ 
mission of magistrates and rulers to 
the will of the people.” 
The Greek 
“multitude” w as tolerant, patient, loy­ 
al to its leaders and capable, as it 
showed in the Peloponnesian war, of 
making exemplary sacrifices and of in­ 
itiating and maintaining a course of 
notion for a protracted period. 
The 
whole population of Athens, for in­ 
stance, abandoned the country 
and 
took to their ships, leaving the enemy 
to destroy their city and their posses­ 
sions while they sought him and finally 
conquered him on the sea. 
For that 
fortitude it would be impossible to find 
a modern parallel. 
The civic qualities are uppermost iii 
the great period of Greek history—a 
keen appreciation of humor that acted 
as a safety valve to the turbulence of 
assemblies, 
an 
aptitude 
at 
public 
speaking which was useful in battle as 
in council. Every free Greek w as at 
once a legislator, an orator, a potential 
admiral or general. 
There was one capital defeet in the 
Hellenic 
character. 
The 
individual 
Greek could not stand prosperity. As 
Grote put it, “The effects of a copious 
d raft of glory on tile tem peram ent of 
an enterprising and ambitious Greek 
were perfectly maddening.” Ile was a 
good loser, but nearly always a bad 
winner. 
Almost 
every 
conspicuous 
Greek of history became at the end a 
corruptionist or a traitor. 
Miltiades, 
victor of Marathon, became a pirate 
aud died in imprisonment. Themisto- 
cles was negotiating to betray tile Gre­ 
cian arm am ent to the great king the 
day before he destroyed the Persian 
fleet at Salamis. Alcibiades betrayed 
in turn the Athenians, the Spartans 
and the Persians. 
Demosthenes was 
banished for embezzlement. Tile Syra­ 
cusan leaders became tyrants when 
they could. 
Of ail Greeks only Timo- 
leon, the Corinthian who freed Syra­ 
cuse, was a t once honorable, fortunate 
anil acclaimed. 
Although the Hellenic world fringed 
the Mediterranean and the Black seas 
from end to end, the significant politi­ 
cal history of Greece is almost alto­ 
gether the history of Athens and Spar­ 
ta. The great places of heroic legend, 
Ithaca and Pylos and Phthia and Ar­ 
cadia and Argos and Corcyra, “the 
Phoenixes’ land,” figure but faintly in 
the historical period. Ithaca w as only 
a barren rock, Arcadia a recruiting 
ground for rustic mercenaries and Ar­ 
gos and Corcyra and such states as Ae- 
tolia. Messena, Thessaly aud the Achae­ 
an League ancient prototpyes of the 
rude and turbulent Balkan states of to­ 
day. 
The transitory pre-eminence of 
Thebes was the pre-eminence of its 
one great soldier, Epamlnondas. 
Between them Spartans and Atheni­ 
ans wrote the great story of political 
Greece. 
The Spartans were more a 
military brotherhood than a state, the 
men dining iu barracks and visiting 
their families by stealth and all free­ 
men despising wealth and any toil ex­ 
cept that of the gymnasium, the drill 
ground and the battlefield. They were 
a proud, shy, self contained, homo 
keeping people, so ill at ease and un­ 
practiced in public speech th a t the 
word “laconic” has become a proverb. 
Their cautious political sense, their 
military discipline, their long lived dy­ 
nasty and their unbroken maintenance 
of one form of government secured 
them tile instinctive deference of other 
Greeks. 
W hat the Spartans were not the 
Athenians in their best period were— 
eager wanderers over tho earth, tra f­ 
fickers, imperialists, orators, scholars 
and artists. They were always “get­ 
ting forward.” As the slower Pelopon­ 
nesians complained, every acquisition 
was made by them tile basis of a 
new' venture, and when they meas­ 
ured arms with the complainants they 
showed that they could be as constant 
in misfortune and as elastic in rising 
from crushing disaster as they were 
aggressive in pressing an advantage— 
New' York Mail.

M OTHER OF PEARL. 


Tli«* I n d u s t r y o f I n l o > i tit; I t In P r e - 


c I o iim W o o d M . 
The sole curiosity for sightseers in 
the city of Hanoi, a town of the French 
Tonqiiin, is the industry of inlaying 
mother of pearl in precious woods. In 
fact, one street, called the Street of the 
Inlayers, is given up to the trade. The 
workmen are genuine artists, combin­ 
ing artistic perception with great m an­ 
ual skill. 
Furnished with nule tools, 
but with great patience and skill, these 
workmen produce articles of great 
beauty. They have applied the princi­ 
ple of division of labor, or specializa­ 
tion. to their work. The cabinet m ak­ 
ers lirst put together the various parts 
of the materials to be intrusted. The 
joining is done without the aid of nails 
and with a nice system of dovetailing 
and use of paste, of which lacquer is 
the base. From this cabinet maker the 
wood passes Into the hands of the de­ 
signer, who makes f e tc h e s for its or­ 
namentation on rice paper. 
These designs are transferred to the 
wood by tin* inlayer, whose duty it is 
to choose the pearl that will best serve 
to bring out the beauty of the design. 
The mother of pearl is obtained from a 
large species of shellfish, calk'd casque, 
caught chiefly upon the shores of the 
island of IVmlocoiular. 
The inlayer cuts the pieces of pearl 
Into little bits and chooses the combi­ 
nation of colors which will make the 
contrast necessary for the artistic suc­ 
cess of liis work. 
The iridescence Is 
heightened by the use of pearl dust 
furnished by a kind of mussel taken 
from the brooks of that region. W hen 
the bits of mosaic are chosen the in­ 
layer tries to give them the form of the 
design chosen and disposes them as a 
mosaic in the wood. The crude morsel 
is made translucent by pumice stone. 
The pearl is then fixed In a vise, and 
tho labor of patience begins. Kneeling 
before the vise, he shapes the pieces 
with a flic no larger than an ordinary 
color crayon. When the pearl is shaped 
it Is ncci*s.snry to trench it in the wood. 
This is ordinarily done by children 
fourteen or fifteen years old. The bits 
of pearl are then set In the grooves 
and flxt*d with paste. The whole is 
gently heated to melt the paste and so 
fill the interstices. The design is then 
polished, varnished and given the fin­ 
ishing touches. 
The work has been 
counterfeited, but never successfully.— 
New* York Herald.

The 
statues 
nml 
literary

pieces of Hellas, whose themes were 
mainly legendary, are responsible for 
the impression that the ancient Greek 
was cast in the heroic mold. 
The he­ 
roic Greek w as a turbulent, m aster­ 
ful, egotistic demigod. 
lie had no 
counterpart In any historical figure ex­ 
cept Alexander the Great, who deem­ 
ed himself a descendant of Acldlles, 
the sea nymph’s son, nrul acted very 
much like him. 
The Greek of history was an uncom­ 
monly consistent republican. 
In the 
tolerance he gave to individualism and 
the capacity he showed—Inside his city 
state—for collective action he carried 
the science of government and of po­ 
litical self control in some respects to 
a height from which all subsequent 
history is a descending slope. 
While 
maintaining democratic standards, he 
did not enforce nor bow to that ty ran ­ 
nous and narrowing 
public 
opinion 
which in our own time threatens to 
cast nil men in much the same mold. 
He found a place in his scheme of 
tilings for diversities of natural bent— 
for the effeminate dress of Alcibiade®, 
the tub of Diogenes, the railings of 
Cleon, the austerities of Aristides, the 
satire of Aristophanes, the arrogance 
of Phocion. The democracy of Athens 
was never the democracy of the dead 
level. 
It m eant opportunity, not a 
steam roller. 
As creditable a story Is told on the 
side of collective action. Greek politics 
implied, as Mnhaffy lias observed, “the 
reasonable discussion of the public, the 
final decision of the majority, the sub­ 
mission of m agistrates and rulers to 
the will of the people.” 
The Greek 
“multitude” was tolerant, patient, loy­ 
al to its leaders and capable, as it 
showed in the Peloponnesian w ar, of 
making exemplary sacrifices and of in­ 
itiating and maintaining a course of 
action for a protracted period. 
The 
whole population of Athens, for in­ 
stance, abandoned the country and 
took to their ships, leaving the enemy 
to destroy their city and their posses­ 
sions while they sought him and finally 
conquered him on the sea. 
For that 
fortitude it would be impossible to find 
a modern parallel. 
The civic qualities are uppermost in 
the great period of Greek history- & 
keen appreciation of humor that acted 
as a safety valve to the turbulence of 
assemblies, 
an 
aptitude 
at 
public 
speaking which was useful In battle as 
in council. Every free Greek was at 
once a legislator, an orator, a potential 
admiral or general. 
There was one capital defect in the 
Hellenic 
character. 
The 
individual 
Greek could not stand prosperity. As 
Grote put it. “The effects of a copious 
d raft of glory on the tem peram ent of 
an enterprising and ambitious Greek 
were perfectly maddening.” He w as a 
good loser, but nearly always a bad 
winner. 
Almost 
every 
conspicuous 
Greek of history became at the end a 
corruptionist or a traitor. 
Miltiades, 
victor of Marathon, became a pirate 
and died in imprisonment. Themisto- 
cles was negotiating to betray the Gre­ 
cian arm am ent to the great king the 
day before he destroyed the Persian 
fieet at Salamis. Alcibiades betrayed 
in turn the Athenians, the Spartans 
and the Persians. 
Demosthenes was 
banished for embezzlement. The Syra­ 
cusan leaders became tyrants when 
they could. 
Of all Greeks only Timo- 
leon, the Corinthian who freed Syra­ 
cuse, was a t once honorable, fortunate 
and acclaimed. 
Although the Hellenic world fringed 
the Mediterranean and the Black seas 
from end to end, the significant politi­ 
cal history of Greece Is almost alto­ 
gether the history of Athens nnd Spar­ 
ta. The great places of heroic legend, 
Ithaca and Pylos and Phthia and Ar­ 
cadia and Argos nnd Corcyra, “the 
Phaeakes’ land,” figure but faintly In 
the historical period. Ithaca was only 
a barren rock, Arcadia a recruiting 
ground for rustic mercenaries nnd Ar­ 
gos and Corcyra and such states as Ae- 
tolia, Messena, Thessaly and the Achae­ 
an League ancient prototpyes of the 
rude and turbulent Balkan state's of to­ 
day. 
The transitory pre-eminence of 
Thebes w as the pre-eminence of its 
one great soldier, Epamlnondas. 
Between them Spartans and Atheni­ 
ans wrote the great story of political 
Greece. 
The Spartans were more a 
military brotherhood than a state, the 
men dining iu barracks and visiting 
their families by stealth and all free­ 
men despising wealth and any toil ex­ 
cept that of the gymnasium, the drill 
ground nnd the battlefield. They were 
a proud, shy, self contained, homo 
keeping people, so ill at ease and un- 
practlced in public speech th a t the 
word “laconic” has become a proverb. 
Their cautious political sense, their 
military discipline, their long lived dy­ 
nasty and their unbroken maintenance 
of one form of government secured 
them the instinctive deference of other 
Greeks. 
W hat the Spartans were not the 
Athenians in their best period w ere— 
enger wanderers over the earth, tra f­ 
fickers, imperialists, orators, scholars 
and artists. They were always “get­ 
ting forward.” As the slower Pelopon­ 
nesians complained, every acquisition 
was made by them the basis of a 
new venture, and when they meas­ 
ured am is with the complainants they 
showed that they could be us constant 
in misfortune and as elastic in rising 
from crushing disaster as they were 
aggressive in pressing an advantage^— 
New York Mail.

The legislature has appointed a joint 
committee of the senate and house to 
investigate transportation and traffic 
rates in the state, with a view of ascer 
taining any , unjust rates, or discrim in­ 
ation in rates, that may exist, and ad 
vising the enactment of such legislation 
as may be deemed necessary to correct 
such evil, either by granting increased 
powers to the Kail road and 5V a rehouse 
Commission, or by other legislation. 
This committee has now organized 
ami is holding its sessions at the rail­ 
road committee room of the senate, at 
the new capitol, 
It is respectfully re­ 
quested that the people of this state, 
who are interested in this matter, shall 
co-operate with the committee in mak­ 
ing this investigation thorough and ef­ 
fective. 
The committee proposes, so far 
as it is concerned, to thoroughly sift the 
charges made that transporation and 
express rates are excessive and 
that 
various parts of th«* state are unjustly 
discriminated against by these rates. 
To do this, the committee must be 
furnished with the evidence, or at least 
with complaints put in such tangible 
shape that the committee can intelli­ 
gently act upon them. 
The committee 
calls upon the shippers and others of 
of this state, who are interested in see 
ing this question of rates and unjust 
discrimination fully and fairly present 
ed to the committee, to formulate their 
charges, making them as specific as pos 
si Ole and sending them to the chairman 
of the committee, A. O. Ebehart, St. 
Paul, Minn. 
The committee will then 
take the matter up and make a thorough, 
careful and complete investigation of 


each charge.

Now and then in wanderings through 
the mountain and forest one comes up­ 
on 
a 
gigantic blackish brown deer 
which by reason of ttie great length of 
its yellowish gray legs stands higher 
than a tall horse. 
It is clothed in 
coarse, bristly hair, longest on the neck 
and shoulders, and It has a rather ugly 
overhanging nose which distinguishes 
It at once from all other kinds of deer. 
From the throat of the male tin tigs a 
long hair covered appendage known as 
the “ bell," and in the fall and winter 
he has also a pair of widespread Ing 
antlers, very heavy and much flattened 
or “ plttinatod." 
He stalks the forest 
through undergrowth and over fallen 
trunks like a king of giants, or, if 
alarmed, he speeds aw ay at an amaz­ 
ingly swift swinging trot and with a 
crashing which resembles tin* sound of 
falling trees. 
Such is the moose, the 
largest of all deer, living or extinct. 


The moose is chiefly an animal of the 


northern woods, the southern limit of 
its range being the head of Green riv­ 
er, Wyoming. 
It is also found in 


northern 
Maine, 
New 
Brunswick, 


southern Canada, Idaho, British Colum­ 
bia, Alberta, Athabasca, Yukon and 
Alaska. 
It is strh tly a dweller of the 


forest, seldom venturing to treeless 
plains. 
It lives for the most part by 


browsing on the leaves, twigs and bark 
of trees, particularly young trees. 
In 


order to reach the tops of tall saplings 
the moose rears up ngalnst them, strad­ 
dling them with his long legs and lit­ 
erally riding them down. 
He Is fond­ 
est of birch, hemlock, alder, aspen, w il­ 
low’ and maple. 
He also eats mosses 


and lichens. 


In May the “ cow,” as the female 


moose Is called, gives birth to a long 
legged, ungainly, tawny colored calf, 
to protect which the mother will tight 
any woodland creature to the death. 
She has 110 antlers, but she can us»* 
her great sharp hoofs with the skill of 
a prize tighter and has been known to 
pound to death a large black bear and 
fairly 
trample 
his 
body 
Into 
the 


ground. The calf stays with its moth­ 
er for two or three years, or until he 
wanders off to s**«*k a mate for him­ 
self. One day last summer I came sud­ 
denly upon a cow moose standing knee 
deep in a shallow pond, wiiile from 
beneath her neck Her grotesque looking 
calf peered out at me with eyes wide 
open, as if with astonishment. 1 hur­ 
ried home and returned with a camera, 
but when I reached the spot they were 
gone«- 
Like all American deor, the “ bull" 


moose sheds and renews his antlers 
every year. They become full grown, 
hard and sharp about the 1st of Octo­ 
ber, the beginning of the breeding sea­ 
son. At this time of year the bulls are 
very savage and not only fight furious­ 
ly among themselves, but are apt to 
attack anything or anybody who comes 
in their w ay. 
The call of the bull is a long drawn 


bawl with several loud grunts at the 
end. If there is a cow within hearing 
she w ill answer with a low cry, and 
the bull will come forward to meet 
her. Hunters often take advantage of 
this fact and attract the bull by nil 
Imitation of the call of the cow, exe­ 
cuted on a cone sliapinl horn made of 
birch bark. 
Lying concealed 011 the 


bank of a lake or stream, they give 
out the call, and when the bull comes 
within range they shoot him. Bu t as 
this trick is usually played at night 
and as the bull sometimes never gives 
any warning of his coming until he Is 
almost on the spot tin* sport is apt to 
be dangerous. The bull at such a time 
is iu no mood to be trifled with, and

Probably the largest moose of which 


there is reliable record was shot by 
Carl Uungius, tin* animal painter, iu 
New Brunswick in 1WH. 
This great 


beast stood seven feet high at the 
shoulders, and the length of its head 
and body together was nine feet seven 
Inches. rfh«* Alaskan moose have the 
largest antlers, and one pair from an 
animal shot 011 the Keuai peninsula 
has a spread of seventy-eight and a 
half inches and has thirty-four points. 
W ith the dry skull to which they are 
attached these antlers weigh ninety- 
throe and a qnartor pounds, a weight 
which nothing but an animal of gigan­ 
tic strength could carry at top Hp<»*d 
oxer the roughest ground and through 
thickly wooded country. 
In tin* winter, when the snow is deep, 


the moose, sometimes several families 
together, will gather in a certain sec­ 
tion of woodland ami be breaking out 
paths for themselves over a space of 
perhaps several acres from what Is 
known as a “ yard," where, if not dis­ 
turbed, they may stay for weeks to­ 
gether. But the moose is able to travel 
well at all season», and even In deep 
snow his long legs enable him to move 
ot a pace which astonishes any hunter 
who tri«*s to run him down on snow- 
shoes, 
A wild, free Ilf“ Is the only one on 


which a moose can live and thrive. 
In 


captivity It Is much 1»*»» nervous than 
mo'-d d**«*r and is disponed to be i'«*ntl« 
and affectionate. But, as a rule, it w ill 
live but a short time, even though It 
gets the some food which it had In Its 
native woods. 
It may appear to rcdlsh 


Its food, but It will grow to no great 
size and In a short time will probubly 
die of inflammation of the stomach. 
This Is one of the noblest w ild ani­ 
mals in the world, and It should be g iv­ 
en adequate protection throughout its 
range,—Bungor Commercial.

T he legislature has appointed a joint 
com m ittee of the senate and house to 
investigate transportation and traffic 
rates in the state, with a view of ascer­ 
taining any , unjust rates, or discrim in­ 
ation in rates, that may exist, and ad­ 
vising the enactm ent of such legislation 
as may bo deemed necessary to correct 
such evil, either by granting increased 
powers to the Railroad and W arehouse 
Comm ission, or by other legislation. 
T his com m ittee has now organized 
and is holding its sessions at the rail­ 
road com m ittee room of the senate, at 
the new’ capitol. 
It is respectfully re­ 
quested that the people of this state, 
who are interested in this matter, shall 
co-operate with the com m ittee in mak­ 
ing this investigation thorough and ef­ 
fective. 
The com m ittee proposes, sofar 
as it is concerned, to thoroughly sift the 
charges made that transporation and 
express rates are excessive and that 
various parts of the state are unjustly 
discrim inated against by theso rates. 
To do this, the com m ittee m ust be 
furnished with the evidence, or at least 
with com plaints put in such tangible 
shape that the com m ittee can intelli­ 
gently act upon them . 
The com m ittee 
calls upon the shippers and others of 
of th is state, who are interested in see­ 
ing this question of rates and unjust 
discrim ination fully and fairly present­ 
ed to the com m ittee, to formulate their 
charges, making them as specific as pos­ 
sible and sending them to the chairm an 
of the com m ittee, A. (J. Ebehart, St. 
Paul, Minn. 
The com m ittee will then 
take the matter up and make a thorough, 
careful and com plete investigation of 
each charge.

WAYS OF TUE MOOSE

Now and then in wanderings through 
the mountain and forest one conics up­ 
on 
a 
gigantic blackish brown deer 
which by reason of the great length of 
Its yellow ish gray legs stands higher 
than a tall horse, 
it is clothed in 
coarse, bristly hair, longest on the neck 
and shoulders, and it has a rather ugly 
overhanging nose which distinguishes 
it at once from all other kinds of deer. 
From the throat of tile male hangs a 
long hair covered appendage known as 
the “bell,” and in the fall and winter 
he has also a pair of widespreading 
antlers, very heavy and milch flattened 
or “plam ated.” 
H e stalks the forest 
through undergrowth and over fallen 
trunks like a king of giants, or. if 
alarmed, he speeds aw ay at an am az­ 
ingly sw ift sw inging trot and with a 
crashing which resem bles the sound of 
falling trees. 
Such is the moose, the 
largest of all deer, living or extinct. 
The moose is chiefly an animal of tho 
northern woods, the southern lim it of 
its range being the head of Green riv­ 
er, 
W yoming. 
It is also found in 
northern 
Maine, 
New 
Brunswick, 
southern Canada, Idaho, British Colum­ 
bia, Alberta, Athabasca, 
Yukon and 
Alaska. 
It is strictly a dweller of the 
forest, seldom 
venturing to treeless 
plains. 
It lives for the most part by 
browsing on the leaves, tw igs and bark 
of trees, particularly young trees. 
In 
order to reach the tops of tall saplings 
the moose rears up against them, strad­ 
dling them with his long legs and lit 
em ily riding them down. 
Ile is fond­ 
est of birch, hemlock, alder, aspen, w il­ 
low and maple. 
Ile also eats m osses 
and lichens. 
In May the “cow ,” as the fem ale 
m oose is called, gives birth to a long 
legged, ungainly, taw ny colored calf, 
to protect which the mother will tight 
any woodland creature to the death. 
She lias no antlers, but she can use 
her great sharp hoofs with the skill of 
a prize fighter and has been known to 
pound to death a large black bear and 
fairly 
trample 
his 
body 
Into 
the 
ground. The calf stays with its m oth­ 
er for two or three years, or until he 
wanders off to seek a mate for him ­ 
self. One day last sum m er I cam e sud­ 
denly upon a cow m oose standing knee 
deep in a shallow pond, while from 
beneath her neck her grotesque looking 
calf peered out at m e with eyes w ide 
open, as if with astonishm ent. I hur­ 
ried home and returned av itll a camera, 
but when I reached the spot they w ere 
gone. 
Like all Am erican deer, the “bull” 
m oose sheds and renew s his antlers 
every year. They become full grown, 
hard and sharp about the 1st of Octo­ 
ber, the beginning of the breeding sea­ 
son. At this tim e o f year the bulls nre 
very savage and not only fight furious­ 
ly among them selves, but are apt to 
attack anything or anybody who com es 
in their way. 
The call of tile bull is a long drawn 
baw l with several loud grunts at the 
end. If there is a cow within hearing 
she will answer Avitli a low cry, and 
the bull will com e forward to m eet 
her. Hunters often take advantage of 
this fact and attract the bull by an 
im itation of the call of the cow, ex e­ 
cuted on a cone shaped horn m ade of 
birch bark. 
Lying concealed on the 
bank of a lake or stream, they give 
out the call, and wiiqn the bull com es 
w ithin range they shoot him. B ut as 
this trick is usually played at night 
and as the bull som etim es never gives 
any warning of his com ing until he is 
alm ost on the spot the sport is apt to 
be dangerous. The bull at such a tim e 
is in no mood to b e trifled with, and 
ii ess the hunter Is cool headed and a 
good shot the m oose is not only w illing 
but very able to kill him and a dozen 
like him if they happen to be on the 
spot. 
Probably the largest moose of w hich 
there is reliable record avhs shot by 
Carl Rungius, the animal painter, in 
New Brunswick in 1901. 
This great 
beast stood seven feet high at the 
shoulders, and the length of its head 
and body together w as nine feet seven 
inches. Tile Alaskan moose have the 
largest antlers, and one pair from an 
animal shot on the Kenai peninsula 
has a spread of seventy-eight and a 
half Inches and has thirty-four points. 
W ith the dry skull to which they are 
attached these antlers weigh ninety- 
three and a quarter pounds, a w eight 
which nothing but an animal of gigan ­ 
tic strength could carry at top speed 
over the roughest ground and through 
thickly wooded country. 
In the winter, when the s n o w is deep, 
the moose, som etim es several fam ilies 
together, tvill gather in a certain sec­ 
tion of woodland and be breaking out 
paths for them selves over a space of 
perhaps 
s e v e r a l 
a c r e s from w hat is 
k no Avn as a “yard,” Avhere, if not dis­ 
turbed, they may stay for w eeks to­ 
gether. 
But tin* m o o s e is able to travel 
w e l l a t all s e a s o n s , a n d ('von in deep 
snow h is long l e g s enable h im t o m ove 
at a pace w h ic h a s t o n is h e s a n y hunter 
w ho t r ie s to run him d o w n on snow ­ 
shoes. 
A wild, free life is the only one on 
which a moose can live and thrive. 
In 
captivity it Is much less nervous than 
m ost deer and Is disposed to be gentle 
and affectionate. But, as a rule, it w ill 
live hut a short time, even though It 
gets the sam e food which it had in Its 
native woods. 
It may appear to relish 
Its food, but it w ill groAV to no great 
size and in a short tim e will probably 
die of inflam m ation of the stom ach. 
This Is one of the noblest w ild ani­ 
m als in the world, and It should be giv­ 
en adequate protection throughout Its 
range.—Bangor Commercial.

“This departm ent is In receipt of a 
large number of lofters indicating that 
a scarcity of suitable wheat for seed ­ 
ing purposes exists in several of the 
Northwestern states. 
“Bv act approved Jan. 15, 1903, the 
secretary of the tereasury w as direct­ 
ed to refund the duty paid on coal for 
the period of one year. 
This hail the 
effect, 
of tem porarily 
rem oving 
the 
duty on coal. 
I recommend a sim ilar 
law authorizing the secretary of the 
treasury to refund 
the duty 
paid on 
wheat actually used for seed, under 
rules and regulations prescribed by 
him. 
I think it would he1 im practic­ 
able to allow Avheat intended for seed 
to be entered free 
of duty. 
Such a 
provision 
would open 
the door 
to 
fraud, but 
to a refund 
of duty on 
wheat actually used for seed, under 
appropriate regulations, seem s to me 
to be feasible and as affording a sa tis­ 
factory remedy. 
“In view of tile 
desirability of get­ 
ting seed w heat 
at a distance 
from 
the place w here it is to be sown, I see 
no reason why this provision should 
be lim ited as to tim e.”

The legislature has appointed a joint 
committee of the senate and house to 
investigate transportation and trafile 
rates in the state, with a view of ascer­ 
taining any , unjust rates, or discrimin­ 
ation in rates, that may exist, and ad­ 
vising the enactment of such legislation 
as may be deemed necessary to correct 
such evil, either by granting increased 
powers to the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission, or by other legislation. 
This committee has now organized 
and is holding its sessions at the rail­ 
road committee room of the senate, at 
the new capítol. It is respectfully re­ 
quested that the people of this state, 
who are interested in this matter, shall 
co-operate with the committee in mak­ 
ing this investigation thorough and ef­ 
fective. The committee proposes, so far 
as it is concerned, to thoroughly sift the 
charges made that transporation and 
express rates are excessive and that 
various parts of the state are unjustly 
discriminated against by theso rates. 
To do this, the committee must be 
furnished with the evidence, or at least 
with complaints put in such tangible 
shape that the committee can intelli­ 
gently act upon them. The committee 
calls upon the shippers and others of 
of this state, who are interested in see­ 
ing this question of rates and unjust 
discrimination tully and fairly present 
ed to the committee, to formulate their 
charges, making them as specific as pos­ 
sible and sending them to the chairman 
of the committee, A. O. Ebehart, St. 
Paul, Minn. The committee will then 
take the matter up and make a thorough, 
careful and complete investigation of 
each charge.

Now and then in wanderings through 
the mountain and forest one comes up­ 
on a gigantic blackish brown deer 
which by reason of the great length of 
its yellowish gray legs stands higher 
than a tall horse. 
It is clothed in 
coarse, bristly hair, longest on the neck 
and shoulders, and it has a rather ugly 
overhanging nose which distinguishes 
it at once from all other kinds of deer. , 
From the throat of the male hangs a I 
long hair covered appendage known as 
the “bell,” and in the fall and winter 
he has also a pair of widespreading 
antlers, very heavy and much flattened 
or “plamated.” He stalks the forest 
through undergrowth and over fallen 
trunks like a king of giants, or, If 
alarmed, he speeds away at an amaz­ 
ingly swift swinging trot and with a 
crashing which resembles the sound of 
falling trees. Such is the moose, the 
largest of all deer, living or extinct. 
The moose is chiefly an animal of the 
northern woods, the southern limit of 
its range being the head of Green riv­ 
er, Wyoming. 
It is also found in 
northern Maine, New 
Brunswick, 
southern Canada, Idaho, British Colum­ 
bia, Alberta, Athabasca. Yukon and 
Alaska. It is strictly a dweller of the 
forest, seldom venturing to treeless 
plains. It lives for the most part by 
browsing on the leaves, twigs and bark 
of trees, particularly young trees. In 
order to reach the tops of tall saplings 
the moose rears up against them, strad­ 
dling them with his long legs and lit­ 
erally riding them down. lie is fond­ 
est of birch, hemlock, alder, aspen, wil­ 
low7 and maple. He also eats mosses 
and lichens. 
In May the “cow,” as the female 
moose is called, gives birth to a long 
legged, ungainly, tawny colored calf, 
to protect which the mother will tight 
any woodland creature to the death. 
She has no antlers, but she can use 
her great sharp hoofs with the skill of 
a prize fighter and has been known to 
pound to death a large black bear and 
fairly trample his body into the 
ground. The calf stays with its moth­ 
er for two or three years, or until he 
wanders off to seek a mate for him­ 
self. One day last summer I came sud­ 
denly upon a cow7 moose standing knee 
deep in a shallow pond, while from 
beneath her neck her grotesque looking 
calf peered out at me with eyes wide 
open, as if with astonishment. I hur­ 
ried home and returned with a camera, 
but when I reached the spot they w7ere 
gone. 
Like all American deer, the “bull” 
moose sheds and renews his antlers 
every year. They become full grown, 
hard and sharp about the 1st of Octo­ 
ber, the beginning of the breeding sea­ 
son. At this time of year the bulls ave 
very savage and not only tight furious­ 
ly among themselves, but are apt to 
attack anything or anybody who comes 
in their way. 
The call of the bull is a long drawn 
bawl with several loud grunts at the 
end. If there is a cow7 within hearing 
she will answer with a low7 cry, and 
the hull will come forward to meet 
her. Hunters often take advantage of 
this fact and attract the bull by an 
imitation of the call of the cow, exe­ 
cuted on a cone shaped horn made of 
bircli bark. Lying concealed on the 
bank of a lake or stream, they give 
out the call, and when the bull comes 
within range they shoot him. But as 
this trick is usually played at night 
and as the bull sometimes never gives 
any warning of his coming until he is 
almost on the spot the sport is apt to 
be dangerous. The bull at such a time 
is in no mood to be trifled with, and 
unless the hunter is cool headed and a

both houses of congress recommending 
the refund of the duties paid u|>on im­ 
ported wheat when used for seed: 
“This department is in receipt of a 
large number of letters indicating that 
a scarcity of suitable wheat for seed­ 
ing purposes exists in several of the 
Northwestern states. 
“By act approved Jan. 15, 1903, the 
secretary of the tereasury was direct­ 
ed to refund the duty paid on coal for 
the period of one year. This had the 
effect of temporarily removing the 
duty on coal. 1 recommend a similar 
law authorizing the secretary of the 
treasury to refund the duty paid on 
wheat actually used for seed, under 
rules and regulations prescribed by 
him. I think it would 1)4* impractic­ 
able to allow wheat intended for seed 
to he entered free of duty. Such a 
provision would open the door to 
fraud, but to a refund of duty on 
wheat actually used for seed, tinder 
appropriate regulations, seems to me 
to be feasible and as affording a satis­ 
factory remedy. 
“In view of the desirability of get­ 
ting seed wheat at a distance from 
the place where it is to be sown, 1 see 
no reason why this provision should 
be limited as to time.”

good shot the moose is not only willing 
but very able to kill him and a dozen 
like him if they happen to be on the 
spot.Probably the largest moose of which 
there is reliable record was shot by 
Carl Rungius, the animal painter, in 
New Brunswick in 1901. This great 
beast stood seven feet high at the 
shoulders, and the length of its head 
nn<l body together was nine fc4*t seven 
inches. The Alaskan moose have the 
largest antlers, and one pair from an 
animal shot ou the Kenai peninsula 
has a spread of seventy-eight and a 
half inches and has thirty-four points. 
With the dry skull to which they are 
attached these antlers weigh ninety' 
three and a quarter pounds, a weight 
which nothing but an animal of gigan­ 
tic strength could carry at top specnl 
ovf'r the roughest ground ami through 
thickly wooded country. 
In the winter, wimn the snow is deep, 
the moose, sometimes B4?veral families 
together, will gather in a certain sec­ 
tion of woodland and be breaking out 
paths for themselves over a space of 
perhaps several acres from what is 
known as a “yard,” where, if not dis- 
turbetl, they may stay for weeks to- 
gotlmr. But tin* moose is able to travel 
well at all Reasons, and even in d4*ep 
snow his long h-gs enable him to move 
at a pace which astonishes any hunter 
who tr¡4*s to run him down on snow- 
shoes. 
A wild. fr4*e life is the only one on 
which a moose can live and thrive. In 
captivity it is much less nervous than 
most deer and Is disposed to be gentle 
and affectionate. But, as a rule, It will 
live but a short time, even though it 
gets the same food which it had In Its 
native woods. It may appear to relish 
its food, but It will grow to no great 
size and in a short time will probably 
die of inflammation of the stomach. 
This is one of the noblest wild ani­ 
mals in the world, and it should be giy- 
en adequate protection throughout Its 
range.—Bangor Commercial.

The RoIUiik Point. 
Why Is it that in boiling in sin open 
vessel such liquids as cider, etc., w a ­ 
ter only escapes in steam, while the 
strength remains, while in boiling it 
in a retort, as In a still, the strength 
passes aw ay In the steam, and in dis­ 
tilling salt or Impure water only the 
pure water pusses off in the steam? 
This is iM’cnuse of a difference in 
the bolling points in the fluids and 
that under the increased pressure of 
a retort the boiling point is higher than 
that of water in the open air tit the 
ordinary pressure of the atmosphere. 
If cider hod a higher bolling point than 
water when the water boils at IOO de­ 
grees it takes some little cider with it 
mechanically. 
On the contrary, if al­ 
cohol were present before tho boiling 
point of water were reached most of 
the spirits would have passed away. 
If the increased pressure of the retort 
allows it on the bolling point of the 
fluids therein being reached, suppose 
the heat to be great enough, they will 
be changed to vapor and pass away, 
whatever they be.

cold. 
Inland from M aine throughout the 
N ew England s ta te s and the Middle 
A tlantic states, all reports indicate a 
w inter tie up. 
T h e low te m p e ra tu re 
reach es the extrem e South. 
E veryw here 
In th e East 
railroad 
truffle Is delayed; reports of disasters 
to Atlantic shipping are coming in and 
with 
a rapidly falling 
therm om eter, 
m uch suffering m u st ensue. 
So severe 
w as the storm 
in New 
York Htv that even during the day 
hours persons w ere frozen to death or 
died of exhaustion. 
The hospitals, 
the police 
station s 
and the house of refuge are crowded 
with persons suffering from cold. 
Not a vessel of any kind has sailed 
from or arrived at New York in m ore 
than twenty-four hours and at Boston 
only one 
arrival was 
reported, and 
th a t a coastw ise steam er. 
W ednesday night the mercury went 
down to about IO degrees above zero 
and the wind blew forty-six miles an 
hour. 
Less snow w'as falling than d u r­ 
ing the day. 
Railroad traffic in and

city is practically at a standstill. 
T he ferryboats wore operated tinder 
difficulty on account of the blinding 
snow and heavy Ice floes.

high wind and driving snow that in- 
torforod sadly with railroad traffic. 
Reports from th e South 
say th a t 
tho most severe w eather of the w inter 
is pre vailing all through that region. 
The extent of th e cold wave can he 
estim ated by th e statem ent that with 
the excerpt ion of Helena. Mont., and 
som e points in Texas, there w as not a 
city between the Rocky and th e Alle­ 
gheny mountain*? that reported a tem ­ 
perature as high of the freezing point, 
and in all places the m ercury is fall­ 
ing.

Senatoi Comstock introduced a bill 
w hich carries a total appropriation of 
$282,100 for the support, and m ain ten ­ 
ance of tin* state university during the

T he bill of Senator F ra te r, for locat­ 
ing a fish hatchery w ithin tw o milos 
of Deerwood, Mina., carries with it an 
appropriation of $25,000. 
T h e senate com m ittee on drainage 
will consider the sta tu te revision com ­ 
m ission’s drainage code at a m eeting 
of the com m ittee to be held T hursday. 
F rie n d s 
of the Grindeland 
drainage 
law declare that the hearing will re ­ 
sult in n recom m endation to the sen ­ 
ate to sub stitute the Grindeland law 
for the revision com m ission’s code. 
T he senate adjourned to IO o ’clock 
T h u rsd a y morning.

W hy is it th a t in boiling in an o 
vessel such liquids as cider, etc., w a ­ 
ter only escapes in steam , while the 
streng th remains, w hile in boiling it 
In a retort, as in a still, the strength 
passes aw ay in the steam , and iii dis­ 
tilling salt or im pure w a te r only the 
pure w a te r passes off in the steam ? 
This is because of a difference in 
th e boiling points in th e fluids and 
th a t under the increased pressure of 
a retort the boiling point is higher th an 
th a t of w a te r in tile open air a t the 
ordinary pressure of the atmosphere. 
If cider had a higher boiling point th an 
w ate r w hen the w a te r boils a t IOO de­ 
grees it takes some little cider w ith it 
mechanically. 
On the contrary, if al­ 
cohol w ere present before the boiling 
point of w a te r w ere reached m ost of 
the spirits would have passed aw ay. 
If the increased p ressure of the retort 
allows it on tile boiling point of the 
fluids therein being reached, suppose 
the heat to be great enough, they will 
be changed to vapor an d pass aw ay, 
w h atever they be.

Now York, .Tan. 26.—Not fdnr-o the 
blizzard of 18SS, by which all storms 
in New York city are estimated as 
great or small, has New York been so 
completely snow bound as It is at 
present. The rity Is lying under a 
foot of snow, that In many places has 
been banked by the wind to a height 
of several feet. Surface travel early 
in the day was abandoned, overhead 
transit was irregular and slow, and it 
remained for the underground roads to 
carry home so far as they could reach 
within the city limits the hundreds of 
thousands of workers from the down 
town quarters. 
The Atlantic coast from the Dela­ 
ware capes north has been in the 
grasp of a severe storm, accompanied 
by a heavy fall of snow and intense 
cold.Inland from Maine throughout the 
New England states and the Middle 
Atlantic states, all reports Indicate a 
winter tie up. The low temjierature 
reaches the extreme South. 
Everywhere in the East railroad 
traffi Is delayed; reports of disasters 
to Atlantic shipping are coming in and 
with a rapidly falling thermometer, 
much suffering must ensue. 
So severe was the storm in New 
York city that even during the day 
hours persons were frozen to death or 
died of exhaustion. 
The hospitals, the police stations 
and the house of refuge are crowded 
with persons stiffering from cold. 
Not a vessel of any kind has sailed 
from or arrived at New York in more 
than twenty-four hours and at Boston 
only one arrival was reported, and 
that a coastwise steamer. 
Wednesday night the mercury went 
down to about 10 degrees above zero 
and the wind blew forty-six miles an 
hour. Less snow was falling than dur­ 
ing the day. 
Railroad traffic in and out of the 
city is practically at a standstill. 
The ferryboats were operated tinder 
difficulty on account of the blinding 
snow and heavy ice floes.

Every Town in the Mississippi Valley 
in Grip of Cold Wave. 
Chicago, Jan. 26.—Every town in the 
Mississippi valley and in the lake re­ 
gion had its weather troubles Wednes­ 
day. In some places it was extreme­ 
ly cold, in others it was less cold, but 
was snowing heavily, and in a great 
many others it was both cold and 
snowing. Hardly a place in the Mid­ 
dle West was comfortable during the 
day.In Chicago the mercury, which was 
2 below zero at night, mounted until 
it was twenty above. Then came 
snow and a gale from the north which 
at times drove the snow in dense 
clouds, blinding teamsters and grip- 
rneri so that collisions in down-town 
streets were frequent. 
In Kansas and Western Missouri tlie 
wi'.-ii tu-r was the coldest recorded in 
the past five years. The thermome­ 
ters in Kansas City were 11 below 
zero in the morning, and 8 above at 
night, it is believed there will not be 
much loss to cattlemen. All through 
the Ohio valley the weather was the 
coldest of the winter, ranging from 8 
to 2 below zero. In the majority of 
cases the cold was accompanied by a 
bigh wind and driving snow that in­ 
terfered sadly with railroad traffic. 
Reports from the South say that 
the most severe weather of the winter 
Is prevailing all through that region. 
The extent of the cold wave can be 
estimated by the statement that with 
the exeception of Helena, Mont., and 
so m e points in Texas, there was not a 
cltv between the Rooky and the Alle­ 
gheny mountains that reported a tem­ 
perature as high of the freezing point, 
and In nil places the mercury is fall­ 
ing.

Manila, Jan. 26,—In a battle Thurs­ 
day morning in a river bed near Bilung 
b* tween a detachment of scouts and 
constabulary and 100 armed ladrones, 
who, tinder the leadership of the out­ 
law, Felizardo, attacked the town of 
San Francisco rb Mai a bon in the prov­ 
ince of Cavite, last Tuesday night, ten 
ladrones were killed and seven taken 
prisoners. There were no casualties 
among the scouts and constabulary. 
Severe fighting continues. 
In their attack on the town Tuesday 
night the ladrones captured the wife 
and two children of Governor Trias. 
These, together with several native 
women prisoners, were seen with the 
ladrones Thursday morning, but an at­ 
tempt to rescue them was unsuccess­ 
ful.Additlonnl details regarding the at­ 
tack on the town, In which Contract 
Surgeon J. A. O’Neill was killed, show 
that the ladrones numbered 800.

St. Paul, Jan. 26.—The house devot­ 
ed just fifteen minutes Wednesday to 
the consideration of matters of state. 
The handicap was a cold house 
chamber, caused by an accident to one 
of the big fans which pours warm air 
into the house wing of the building. It 
was remedied by noon. 
N. F. Hugo presided over the ses­ 
sion. taking the place of Speaker 
Clague, who is threatened with the 
grip and confined to his room at the 
Merchants hotel. 
Probably the most important bill 
was furnished Ivy Burdette Thayer of 
Spring Valley, who wants a tax ferret 
law enacted. Mr. Thayer would em­ 
power boards of county commission­ 
ers to employ persons to discover, as­ 
sess and cause to be taxed property 
omitted or concealed from assessment. 
The compensation for such persons 
employed is not to exceed 25 per cent 
of the taxes actually collected. The 
law is patterned in a measure after 
the Iowa tax ferret act. 
“The law’ Is what every county in 
the state needs,” said Mr. Thayer. “In 
Blue Earth county alone $15,000 worth 
of taxable property was brought to 
light through the operation of ‘fer­ 
rets.’ but we were compelled to drop 
further investigation because of the 
lack of authority.” 


Bill to License Peddlers. 
O. T. Ramsland, Sacred Heart, is the 
author of a bill designed to license 
itinerant peddlers in counties outside 
of the incorporated cities and towns. 
The license is not to exceed $100 and 
the fee to be graded as to foot ped­ 
dlers, or one and two-horse outfits. 
Those peddling farm products or meat 
and fish are exempt. 
The house adjourned until 10 o’clock 
Thursday morning. 
A bill to provide a county tax for 
the relief of owners of property which 
has been inundated by reason of over­ 
flow from state and county ditches is 
promised the legislature. 
B. 
S. Bennett, a Polk county mem­ 
ber of the house, Is engaged in pre­ 
paring a bill which he belieses will 
stand the test of the constitutional 
prohibition of taxing all the property 
of a county for the benefit of individ­ 
uals. Conditions in several counties 
in the state, notably in the Ninth dis­ 
trict, are said to demand relief. 
Streams ordinarily capable of caring 
for all the water which geographically 
is tributary to them have been filled to 
overflowing by the water from ditches. 
The water has overflowed on the 
farmers’ lands and they have been 
heavily damaged. The plan proposed 
by Mr. Bennett is not to reimburse the 
farmers damaged, but to make an ap­ 
propriation by means of a direct tax on 
all the property of a county for the 
purpose of straightening out streams 
which are overburdened, and to re­ 
lieve their eon jested condition.

Bill in the Senate to Furnish Funds 
for That Institution. 
The session of the senate Wednes­ 
day was also very brief. Chaplain 
Hall in his prayer alluded to the blood­ 
shed and rioting in Russia and con­ 
trasted the conditions there with the 
tranquility that abides in this nation. 
The selfishness and greed of men, 
he said, were at the bottom of the Rus­ 
sian revolution. 
Senatoi Comstock introduced a bill 
which «arries a total appropriation of 
$282,100 for the support and mainten­ 
ance of the state university during the 
years 1905 and 1906. The items of the 
appropriations are as follows: 
Current expenses, $150,000; addition 
to poorhouse, $30,000; new plant and 
storehouse, $10,000; 
bacteriological 
building, $20,000; library supplies, 
$20,000; periodicals, $6,000; ordinary 
repairs, $20,000; 
improving campus, 
$8,000; new animal house, $2,500; 
equipping offices, $600; school of 
mines, $1,000; agricultural college, $5,* 
500; reel and hose, $5,500. 


Purpose of Senator B u c k ’s Bill. 
Senator Buck’s bill has for its pur­ 
pose releasing the state university, 
normal schools and schools for the 
deaf and blind from the jurisdiction of 
the state board of control and vesting 
the management in the university 
regents, normal school boards and 
boards of directors of Institutions for 
defectives. The act is to take effect 
on and after Aug. 1 of this year. Un­ 
der the bill the state board of control 
is to exercise full power as to these in 
stitulions so far as relates to the erec­ 
tion of new buildings and the purchase 
of coal. 
The bill of Senator Prater, for locat­ 
ing a fish hatchery within two miles 
ot Deer wood. Minn., carries with it an 
appropriation of $25,000. 
The senate committee on drainage 
will consider the statute revision com­ 
mission’s drainage code at a meeting 
of the committee* to be held Thursday. 
Friend 5 of the Crindeland drainage 
law declare that the hearing will re­ 
sult in n recommendation to the sen­ 
ate to substitute the Grindeland law 
for the revision commission’s code. 
The senate adjourned to 10 o’clock 
Thursday morning.

T h e B o ltin a : P o i n t . 
Why is it that in boiling in an opem 
vessel such liquids as cider, etc., wa­ 
ter only escapes In steam, while the 
strength remains, while in boiling it 
In a retort, as in a still, the strength 
passes away in the steam, and in dis­ 
tilling salt or impure water only the 
pure water passes off in the steam? 
This is because of a difference in 
the boiling points In the fluids and 
that under the increased pressure of 
a retort the boiling point is higher than 
that of water in the open air at the 
ordinary pressure of the atmosphere. 
If cider had a higher boiling point than 
water when the water bolls at 100 de­ 
grees it takes some little cider with It 
mechanically. On the contrary, if al­ 
cohol were present before the boiling 
point of water were reached most of 
the spirits would have passed away. 
If the increased pressure of the retort 
allows it on the boiling point of the 
fluids therein being reached, suppose 
the heat to be great enough, they will 
be changed to vapor and pass away, 
whatever they be.
